MY GOLD TOOTH 


Jan Morel, Evergreen Park, Illinois 


fter more than sixteen years the story 

of my tooth has come to an end. I 

had to have it extracted and replaced 
with a new bridge. Here is the story: 

During World War II, I was a mem- 
ber of the Polish Underground in the 
northeastern part of Poland. It was the 
largest movement of this kind in the 
world and both sides, Polish and German, 
encountered heavy casualties. 

I knew that sooner or later the end 
would come to my activities. As a matter 
of fact, I even felt it through my “sixth” 
sense, self-preservation; and it finally 
happened. It was February 2nd, 1944. 

The winter at that time was relatively 
mild and without any snow. Trees de- 
prived of leaves extended their grey 
branches to the sky as if praying to God 
and asking for mercy. 

The enemy was extremely cruel and 
eager to take revenge on the civil popula- 
tion for the losses suffered on the battle 
fields. 

For some time I was not in a good 
mood though four days ago I celebrated 
my birthday and on February 6 I ex- 
pected to meet my relatives and friends 
again because of my fourth wedding anni- 
versary. My anxiety was so strong that I 
wanted to leave my home immediatély. 

I went to bed early. I never undressed, 
ready to run away in case of danger. I 
even did not take off my shoes on the 
fateful night. 


At 5:00 a.m. my wife and I heard 
knocking at the door of our apartment 
which we rented from her parents. We 
understood what it meant for us. It was 
a Gestapo that came to arrest me. 

A few months ago I prepared for my- 
self a simple hide-out. It was in the attic, 
behind the chimney. To make it look in- 
nocent it was covered by hanging clothes. 
In case it did not work I had with me a 
pistol and a suicidal pill. 

It seemed to me that I could hear 
death walking in front of me. I recalled 
that I had had the same impression five 
years ago when I had faced the firing 
squad. Then and now I was able to re- 
view my whole life in a few minutes. I 
saw my happy childhood, my school 
years, my parents, relatives. I went 
through my hopes and dreams, my ambi- 
tion to do something of importance for 
my country where I was born. I thought 
again about the purpose of my present 
life and the future life after the death. 
I was sometimes proud of myself and 
ashamed. I analyzed the position of an 
individual in the society. Should he sac- 
rifice himself for others? What should I 
do when the fear overcomes me? Can I 
change what is going to happen to me? 
Is my fate predetermined by the Provi- 
dence? How to solve the conflict between 
self-preservation and duty to fight for 
freedom of this and future generations?

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MY GOLD TOOTH 
(Continued from page 7) 

Somehow, I felt right and confident in 
this desperate situation. It seemed to me 
that my end did not come as yet. 

I decided not to surrender for I knew 
too much. I had never been tortured, and 
of course I did not know how much I 
could stand without betraying my col- 
leagues and the organization. I realized 
the consequences for everybody in the 
house if they found me dead or alive 
there. For this reason, I wanted to hide 
myself as long as it was possible. 

Lying behind the chimney I heard the 
Gestapo’s questions and my wife’s replies. 
Her purpose was to convince the Gestapo 
about my absence. Fortunately for me, 
they left their dog outside in case I de- 
cided to jump through the window. It 
would have sensed me immediately if it 
had been inside the house. 

Finally, everything became so silent 
that I could only hear the pounding of 
my heart. My wife’s mother told me that 
the Gestapo left the house and took my 
wife along for further investigation. I 
met her fifteen months later when she 
was liberated from the German concen- 
tration camp. 

I was free, at least temporarily. I left 
my home forever. I could not come back 
to it either under the German or the 
Russian occupation. It was always under 
police surveillance. The occupational 
governments changed, but they always 
managed to leave records for each other. 


However, my freedom was only partial 
as I could not move freely in the city. 
It was known to the Gestapo that I had 
a gold tooth in the front of my mouth. 
Looking for me they arrested quite a few 
people with gold teeth. As I had received 
orders from my superiors to leave the city, 
I stayed at a farm where a dentist sent me 
a file to cut my gold crown and to remove 
it. It was necessary in order to lose my 
identity and to resume my duties in the 
city. I regained my gold tooth in England 
after the war. 

My Chicago dentist put an end to it a 
few weeks ago. I am going to miss my 
ugly tooth. It has been replaced by a new 
bridge. It seems to me that having it 
pulled, I have lost my connection with the 
past history which, though unpleasant at 
the time it happened, played some im- 
portant role in my life and in developing 
my character. 

My one wish is that future generations, 
regardless of where they might live, be 
spared such an experience as I have had.
